States  Senate,  dated  the  18th  ultimo,  directing  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  inform  the  Senate  what  action  has  been  taken  under  the  provisions 
of  the  joint  resolution  approved  March  18, 1870,  u  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Fourth  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  Volunteers7';  also,  to 
furnish  copies  of  all  papers,  correspondence,  and  muster-rolls  on  file  in 
the  department  relating  to  said  organization,  and  to  report  as  follows: 

It  has  been  found  impracticable  to  carry  out  tbe  provisions  of  said 
joint  resolution,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  report  of  August  17,  1882, 
from  this  office  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War,  a  copy  of  which  is 
embraced  in  the  copies  of  papers  transmitted  herewith  in  compliance 
with  the  resolution  of  the  Senate. 
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It  is  proper  to  remark  that  nothing  has  occurred  since  said  report 
was  made  to  change  or  modify  the  views  therein  expressed.

Little  Rock,  Ark.,  April  12th,  A.D.  1864. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  in  November  last  I  obtained  authority 
from  Maj.  Gen.  Steele  to  recruit  a  reg't  of  men  to  be  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  U.  S.  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  upon  which  authority  I  proceeded  to  enlist 
three  hundred  and  sixty  men,  who  are  now  in  camps  at  Batesville,  in  the  N.  E.  dis- 
trict of  Arks.,  clothed,  armed,  and  equipped,  and  provisioned  by  the  U.  S.,  most  of 
whom  have  been  performing  the  most  active  duties  for  three  months  past.  These 
men  are  almost  entirely  Arkansians,  and  having  thus  openly  committed  themselves  to 
the  Union  cause  cannot  go  back  to  their  homes.  I  therefore  respectfully  ask  for  ex- 
plicit authority  to  have  these  men  and  a  sufficient  no.  of  others  to  complete  a  full  reg- 
iment, mustered  into  the  U.  S.  service  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  and  if  practica- 
ble as  cavalry.  In  the  event  of  a  refusal  to  accept  them  as  U.  S.  troops,  I  will  be 
pleased  to  know  whether  the  U.  S.  would  not  arm,  equip,  and  pay  them  as  State 
troops  for  the  term  of  twelve  months.  It  is  highly  advisable  that  you  telegraph  the 
answer,  as  I  hope  to  accomplish  something  by  way  of  having  the  legislature  of  Arkan- 
sas, now  in  session,  to  accept  them  as  State  troops  in  case  of  a  refusal  of  the  depart- 
ment to  muster  them  as  U.  §.  troops.

There  are  three  hundred  and  fifty  men  garrisoning  the  post  at  Batesville,  enlisted 
by  Colonel  Baxter  for  twelve  months,  by  authority  from  GenT  Steele  dated  last  Oc- 
tober. They  have  been  in  active  service  since  enlistment,  without  pay.  The  colonel 
assures  me  they  will  enlist  for  three  years,  if  their  muster  can  be  dated  back  to  time 
of  original  enlistment  and  they  can  now  receive  pay  and  benefits  arising  from  a  mus- 
ter of  such  date.

The  following  letter  was  referred  to  the  War  Dept.  by  Hon.  Henry  Wilson,  U.  S.  S.: 

Centralia,  III.,  January  20th,  1865. 
Hon.  Henry  Wilson, 

Chairman  of  the  Senate  Military  Committee : 

Dkar  Sir:  By  virtue  of  an  order  from  Maj.  Genl.  F.  Steele,  commanding  the  Dept. 
of  Arks.,  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  correct  copy,  I  proceeded  to  recruit  a  regt.  for  the 
U.  S.  service  designated  as  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  and  commanded  them 
in  the  field  (doing  the  most  active  service)  until,  in  consequence  of  my  election  to  the 
U.  S.  Senate,  I  was  relieved  and  Captain  T.  A.  Baxter  assigned  to  the  command,  under 
whom  the  men  continued  to  do  duty  until  some  time  in  June  last,  when,  by  operation 
of  an  order  from  the  War  Dept.,  they  were  disbanded  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
twelve-months  men. 

In  the  mean  time  many  of  these  men  and  officers  were  several  times  mustered  for 
pay,  but  others,  enlisting  at  a  later  date,  &c,  were  not  even  mustered  for  pay,  whilst 
none  were  mustered  into  the  service.  '".-T^..,l 

Most  of  the  men  furnished  their  own  horses,  and  many  were  killed  and  their  horses 
lost  in  action  with  the  enemy. 
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I  learn  that  there  is  uo  law  by  which  these  men  can  he  paid  for  their  service  and 
property,  and  I  know  of  no  one  upon  Avhoin  I  can  more  appropriately  call  to  insist 
upon  Congress  for  such  legislation  as  will  enable  the  officers  and  men  of  this  command 
to  obtain  snch  pay  for  service  and  loss  of  property  as  officers  and  men  of  the  same 
rank  regularly  mustered  into  the  volunteer  service  of  the  U.  S.,  than  yourself. 

I  need  scarcely  remind  you  that  in  legislating  on  this  subject  you  should  bear  in 
mind  that  records  in  this  case  are  very  scant,  and  that  the  terms  of  your  bill  should 
cover  all  intent  of  muster-rolls  and  snch  other  records  as  usually  called  for  by  the  pay- 
master. 

You  will  doubtless  recollect  me  as  one  of  the  parties  bearing  credentials  to  the  U. 
S.  Senate  from  the  State  of  Arkansas  at  your  last  session.  Having  been  partially  re- 
jected (though  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  on  what  grounds),  I  have  not  thought  proper  to 
visit  Washington  again.     Hence  this  communication  instead  of  a  personal  interview. 

May  I  not  hope,  sir,  that  you  will  for  a  time  devote  your  eminent  influence  and  posi- 
tion to  the  interest  of  this  unfortunate  band  of  men,  than  whom  there  is  not  a  more 
patriotic  class  of  men  in  the  world,  and  that  I  may  hear  from  you  soon  and  favorably, 
in  regard  to  the  legislation  asked  for.

The  headquarters  for  the  recruiting  will  be  at  Batesville,  Independence  Countv,  and 
all  persons  recruiting  for  said  regiment  will  be  governed  by  the  regulations  for  the 
recruiting  service  and  orders  from  the  War  Department,  Department  of  Missouri,  and 
these  headquarters.

Hon.  E.  Baxter,  recruiting  officer  for  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry, 
having  been  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  from  the  State  of  Arkansas, 
is  hereby  relieved  from  duty  with  the  regiment,  and  will  turn  over  his  command  and 
all  orders  and  instructions  he  may  have  received  relating  to  the  organization  of  the 
same  to  Capt.  T.  A.  Baxter,  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  War  Dept.

In  the  mean  time  all  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command  performed  active  duty 
from  the  date  of  their  respective  enlistment  until  they  were  disbanded ;  quite  a  number 
of  the  men  were  killed  and  wounded  in  actions,  and  many  of  their  horses  were  killed 
and  captured  by  the  enemy. 

Finally,  the  organization  was  disbanded  by  the  following  order,  without  even  being 
mustered :

[Extract,] 

II.  The  authority  heretofore  granted  for  the  enlistment  for  one  year  of  a  regiment 
of  Arkansas  troops,  to  be  designated  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  not  having 
been  continued  by  the  War  Department,  the  organization  is  hereby  disbanded. 

All  quartermaster's  property  and  ordnance  stores  in  the  possession  of  the  batallion 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  proper  staff  officers  at  Devall's  Bluff'.

From  the  foregoing  you  will  see  that  the  regiment  has  been  raised  for  the  service 
of  the  United  States ;  that  they  actually  performed  service,  and  underwent  all  the 
privations  and  hardships  incident  to  a  soldier's  life.  Yet  as  I  understand  the  case, 
they  cannot  put  up  any  legal  claim  to  pay  for  service  so  rendered.  The  object  of  this 
communication  therefore  is  to  procure  fioin  your  department  such  information  and 
suggestions  as  will  enable  me  to  procure  such  legislation  as  will  allow  the  officers  and 
men  of  my  command  pay  for  the  service  so  rendered.

Washington,  D.  C.  : 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22nd  ultimo 
requesting  information  concerning  the  force  recruited  under  the  authority  granted 
October  23,  1863,  by  Major-General  F.  Steele,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  to  raise  a  regiment  of 
volunteer  infantry,  for  one  year's  service. 

In  reply  I  have  respectfully  to  inform  you  that  the  authorization  referred  to  was 
granted  without  the  authority  of  the  War  Department  and  the  force  recruited  there- 
under was  never  accepted  or  recruited  by  the  War  Department  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  Upon  the  application  and  report  of  Captain  Swain,  superintendent 
volunteer  recruiting  service  for  the  State  of  Arkansas,  that  officer  was  authorized  by 
telegram,  dated  April  27,  1864,  to  enlist  the  men  for  three  years,  and  date  musters 
back  to  cover  twelve  months  term. 

The  records  of  this  office  fail  to  furnish  any  information  of  the  force,  as  it  was  never 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  or  mustered  for  pay. 

The  statement  that  there  were  three  hundred  (300)  men  enlisted  is  that  from  the 
report  of  Captain  Swain.  No  returns  have  been  made  to  this  office  showing  that  the 
force,  or  any  part  of  it,  elected  to  enter  the  service  for  three  (3)  years  under  the  for- 
mal authorization  of  the  War  Department  through  the  Provost-Marshal  General  of  the 
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United  States,  dated  April  27,  1864,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  copy  herewith*  en- 
closed. 

There  is,  therefore,  under  existing  laws  no  way  in  which  payment  to  the  force  in 
question  can  be  made.

House  of  Representatives  : 
Sir:  Referring  to  your  verbal  requests  for  information,  &c.,  relative  to  the  organi- 
zation and  services  of  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  Volunteers,  Hon.  Elisha 
Baxter,  recruiting  officer,  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  following  informa- 
tion is  required  aud  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  action  looking  to  the  rec- 
ognition of  certain  members  of  said  regiment : 
At  what  posts,  or  whereat,  did  the  men  serve  ? 

If  service  was  not  at  military  posts,  but  detached,  what  was  the  character  of  said 
detached  service  ? 
What  supplies,  if  any,  were  issued  to  the  men  ? 

From  whom,  or  from  what  depots  or  posts,  were  the  supplies  obtained  ? 
Were  the  men  kept  together  in  bodies,  or  were  they  permitted  to  go  and  do  as  they 
saw  fit;  that  is,  were  they  at  liberty  to  go  to  their  homes  and  other  places  at  their 
pleasure  ? 

If  the  men,  or  any  of  them,  were  in  battle,  name  it  and  the  circumstances,  &c. 
The  official  records  of  this  office  afford  some  evidence  of  service,  but  the  foregoing 
is  deemed  essential  to  complete  the  records.

The  following  is  a  report  on  joint  resolution  (H.  R.  121),  January  19,  1870,  provid- 
ing for  the  payment  of  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry : 

War  Department,  Adjutant- General's  Office, 

Washington,  January  26,  1870. 

Major- General  F.  Steele,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  authorized,  October  23,  1883,  the  4th 
Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  to  be  recruited  for  twelve  (12)  months'  service.  There 
was  no  law  for  such  an  authorization,  and  it  was  given  without  the  sanction  of  the 
War  Department.  By  telegram  from  the  superintendent  of  the  volunteer  recruiting 
service  for  Arkansas,  dated  April  20,  1864,  it  was  reported  that  upwards  of  three  hun- 
dred men — enlisted  for  twelve  months — were  at  Batesville,  Arkansas,  and  that  the  in- 
tended colonel  (Baxter),  who  had  been  authorized  to  recruit  the  regiment,  gave  assur- 
ance that  the  said  men  would  "enlist  for  three  years  if  their  muster  can  be  dated  back 
to  time  of  original  enlistment  and  they  can  now  receive  pay  and  heneiits  arising  from 
a  muster  of  such  date."  This  was  the  first  notice  the  department  had  of  the  organ- 
ization. Upon  the  matter  being  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  he  decided  that 
the  "three  hundred  (300)  men  at  Batesville  may  be  enlisted  for  three  (3)  years  and 
musters  dated  back  to  cover  twelve  (12)  months'  term.  In  so  doing  no  right  or  claim 
will  be  granted  for  any  other  bounty  than  the  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  provided 
by  act  of  1861,"  and  the  decision  was  communicated  by  telegram,  dated  April  27, 1864. 

It  appears  that  the  men  did  not  accept  the  conditions  and  did  not  enlist  as  author- 
ized by  the  Secretary  of  War.  It  seems,  however,  that  they  rendered  some  service, 
in  good  faith,  as  attested  by  Major- Gen  era!  Steele's  department  return,  bearing  as 
follows:

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After  May  the  force,  which  was  never  even  organized  into  companies,  ceased  to  he 
accounted  fox. 

The  proposed  joint  resolution  has  heen  altered  as  indicated  in  the  copy  herewith, 
so  as  to  carefully  guard  the  interests  of  the  United  States,  and  is  recommended  as  the 
form  under  which  relief  shall  he  extended.

JOINT  RESOLUTION,  Providing  for  the  payment  of  the  Fourth  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  Vol- 

unteers.* 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  [he,  and  he  is  herehy,  directed  immedi-

cause  [pay]  the  officers  and  soldiers  thereof  to  be  paid  at  the  same.rates  for  actual  serv- 
ices rendered  while  ahsent  from  their  homes  as  was  allowed  hy  law  to  other  volunteer 
forces  in  the  military  service  at  the  same  time,  and  estimating  the  amount  due  the  said 
force  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  thereof  shall  be  paid  under  the  mustering 
regulations  of  the  Army  in  force  at  the  time  the  regiment  was  under  recrui.  men  t  [date],  and 
no  allowance  shall  he  made  for  any  troops  who  did  not  perform  actual  military  serv- 
ice in  full  co-operation  and  suhject  to  the  orders  of  the  United  States  authorities : 
Provided,  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  any  time  after  the  date  the  enlisted  men  de- 
clined to  enlist  for  three  years,  with  a  muster  dated  back  to  cover  the  12  months  term,  as  tend- 
ered by  the  War  Department,  by  telegram  through  the  Pro.  Mar.  General  dated  April  27, 
1884.

Absence  from  home  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
the  signatures  of  the  different  officers  of  the  regt.  has  delayed  this  communication 
till  now.

Gen'l  of  Arkansas  for  the  years  1861  to  1866,  and  respectfully  refer  you  to  pages 
246  to  250,  inclusive,  for  the  only  published  history  of  this  regt.  extant.

I,  Elisha  Baxter,  late  provisional  colonel  of  the  4tli  Arkansas  (Mounted  Infantry)  on 
oath  state  that  I  did  on  the  23rd  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1863,  receive  from  the  hands 
of  Maj.  Gen'l  F.  Steele,  then  commanding  the  U.  S.  forces  in  the  State  of  Arkansas, 
an  order  of  which  the  following  is  an  exact  copy,  the  original  of  which,  and  sundry 
other  orders  pertaining  to  the  regt.,  are  now  in  my  possession  and  are  held  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  War  Department.

Elisha  Baxter,  of  Batesville,  Independence  County,  State  of  Arkansas,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  raise  a  Regiment  of  Infantry  to  be  mustered  into  the  United  States  service 
for  the  term  of  one  year  or  during  the  war,  if  not  sooner  discharged.  The  head- 
quarters for  the  recruiting  will  be  at  Batesville,  Independence  County,  and  all  per- 
sons recruiting  for  said  regiment  will  be  governed  by  the  regulations  for  the  recruit- 
ing service,  and  orders  from  War  Department,  Department  of  Missouri,  and  these 
headquarters. 
Mr.  Baxter  will  report  to  these  headquarters  for  such  instructions  as  ne  may  require.

And  further,  in  pursuance  of  said  order,  I  did,  on  or  about  the  24th  day  of  October, 
A.  D.  1863,  proceed  under  the  escort  of  the  3rd  Missouri  Cavalry,  Lieut.  Col.  Black, 
commanding,  to  the  town  of  Jacksonport,  in  the  vicinity  of  Batesville,  and  enter  at 
once  upon  my  duties  as  recruiting  officer,  in  which  capacity  I  remained  at  Jackson 
port  until  the  29th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1863,  keeping  such  men  as  I  then  had  in 
camps,  obeying  and  carrying  out  to  the  best  of  my  ability  all  orders  of  my  superior 
officers,  and  drawing  rations  in  the  regular  maimer  from  the  commissary  department 
at  Jacksonport. 

The  3rd  Missouri  Cavalry  being  then  ordered  to  Little  Rock,  I  reported  with  such 
men  as  I  then  had  on  hand  to  Col.  R.  R.  Livingston,  of  the  1st  Nebraska  Cavalry,  at 
Batesville,  when  I  was,  by  Col.  Livingston,  assigned  to  quarters  for  myself,  officers, 
and  men;  drew  arms,  clothing,  and  rations  for  my  command;  performed  and  caused 
my  officers  and  men  to  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me  as  a  soldier,  furnish- 
ing regularly  from  this  time  on  details  for  fatigue  and  picket  duty  ;  and  in  all  respects 
received  and  held  myself  amenable  for  the  execution  of  such  orders  as  were  made  by 
Col.  Livingston,  or  any  of  my  superior  officers,  the  same  as  if  I  had  been  regularly 
and  duly  commissioned  colonel  of  the  regiment,  until  the  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1864, 
when  I  was  relieved  from  the  command  by  the  following  order,  to  wit:

I.  By  Special  Order  No.  91,  dated  headquarters  Department  of  Arkansas,  I  am  re- 
lieved from  duty,  and  required  to  assign  the  command  together  with  all  authority  in 
me  vested  to  Capt.  T.  A.  Baxter,  senior  capt.  of  the  command.  From  this  date  Capt. 
Baxter  will  assume  command  of  the  4th  Ark's  Inf't'y,  and  will  be  obeyed  and  re- 
spected accordingly. 

II.  He  will  render  forthwith  proper  accounts  for  all  ordnance,  ordnance  stores, 
camp  &  garrison  equipage,  and  quartermaster  stores  belonging  to  the  regiment. 

III.  The  col.  com'd'g  takes  this  occasion  to  express  his  earnest  regrets  at  his  separa- 
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tion  from  the  reg't,  and  returns  Ms  cordial  tlianks  to  the  officers  and  men  of  his  com- 
mand for  the  prompt  and  diligent  efforts  they  have  made  under  the  most  embarrassing 
circumstances  to  restore  the  flag  of  our  country. 

IIII.  He  desires  also  to  return  his  thanks  to  Col.  R.  R.  Livingston,  com'd'g  dist.  N. 
E.  Ark's,  and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  his  command  for  their  kind  and  courteous 
bearing  during  his  connexion  with  them  in  the  military  service.

Thereby  turning  over  to  Capt.  T.  A.  Baxter  the  entire  command. 

And  I  do  further  state  that  the  officers  and  men  under  my  command  during  the  time 
above  mentioned  drew  all  their  necessary  supplies  of  arms,  clothing,  and  rations  from 
the  posts  of  Jacksonport  and  Batesville  (principally  from  the  latter).  The  services 
performed  were  either  at  one  of  the  above-mentioned  posts,  or  under  orders  emanating 
therefrom.  \ 

The  men  were  kept  together  as  other  U.  S  troops,  and  were  fully  supplied  with 
camp  and  garrison  equipage  from  the  post  of  Batesville. 

Men  from  my  command  were  in  quite  a  number  of  engagements  and  skirmishes. 

Fifty  men,  detailed  from  my  regiment  under  Captain  T.  A.  Baxter,  surprised  the 
enemy,  seventy-five  strong,  at  Lunenburg,  in  Izard  County,  about  the  10th  day  of 
January,  1864,  drove  them  from  their  position,  killed  one,  wounded  two,  took  five 
prisoners,  several  horses,  and  several  stand  of  arms,  with  the  loss  of  but  one  man. 

A  detail  of  twenty-five  men  from  my  command,  under  Lt.  John  W.  Ayres,  reported 
to  Capt.  Castle,  of  the  11th  Mo.  Cavalry,  on  the  18th  of  Feb'y,  as  a  foraging  party, 
and  on  the  morning  of  the  19th  they  were  surprised  at  Wangh's,  in  Independence 
County,  by  Major  Rutherford  of  the  rebel  army,  with  two  hundred  men.  A  fierce 
engagement  ensued;  the  Federal  forces  were  driven  from  their  position,  with  the  loss 
of  their  entire  train;  Capt.  Castle,  &  two  men  of  the  11th  Mo.,  one  from  the  4th 
Arkansas,  and  a  negro  killed ;  several  wounded ;  and  five  prisoners  from  the  4th 
Arkansas,  four  of  whom  were  refused  the  right  to  exchange,  and  held  for  court-mar- 
tial upon  the  pretext  that  they  were,  by  virtue  of  the  conscript  law  of  the  rebellious 
States,  deserters  from  the  rebel  army,  but  upon  being  assured  by  me  (with  the  per- 
mission of  Colonel  Livingston)  that  Ave  would  retaliate  if  said  men  were  punished, 
they  were  afterwards  paroled  and  returned  to  camp. 

On  or  about  the  20th  of  Feb'y,  I  was  ordered  by  Col.  Livingston  to  proceed  south 
of  White  River  in  pursuit  of  Rutherford  with  such  of  my  own  men  as  could  be  mounted 
and  one  company  from  the  1st  Nebraska  Cavalry.  I  succeeded  in  mounting  only 
about  one  hundred  of  my  men.  With  these,  and  a  company  from  the  1st  Nebraska, 
under  Capt.  Kibble,  I  drove  the  enemy  beyond  Red  River,  captured  his  conscript 
camp,  consisting  of  twenty-eight  men,  a  number  of  horses  and  arms ;  and  before  my 
return  to  Batesville,  captured  a  commissary  wagon  and  its  contents,  and  augmented 
the  number  of  prisoners  to  about  sixty,  and  the  number  of  horses  &  mules  to  about 
forty. 

A  considerable  detail  from  the  4th  Arkansas  was  with  Lt.  Col.  Stephens,  of  the  11th 
Mo.,  at  Holt's  Mill,  in  Lawrence  County,  on  the  10th  of  Feb'y,  1864,  when  a  sharp^ 
engagement  ensued  with  Freeman's  regiment  of  rebel  troops,  in  which  Sergeant  Jones, 
from  Co.  B,  4th  Arks.,  was  wounded. 

About  the  middle  of  April,  1864,  Col.  Livingston  established  district  headquarters 
at  Jacksonrjort,  leaving  the  4th  Arkansas  and  one  company  from  the  11th  Mo.  Cav- 
alry in  charge  of  the  post  of  Batesville,  Lt.  Col.  Stephens  commanding  in  the  absence 
of  myself  (by  permission  of  Col.  Livingston)  at  Little  Rock  to  procure  the  muster  of 
my  reg't.  During  my  connection  with  the  reg't  about  four  hundred  men  were  en- 
listed, armed,  clothed,  fed,  drilled,  and  performed  service  under  orders  of  their  superi- 
ors in  as  full  and  complete  a  manner  as  if  they  had  been  regularly  mustered  and  the 
officers  duly  commissioned.  But  owing  to  the  almost  continual  interruption  of  com- 
munication from  Batesville  and  Jacksonport  with  Little  Rock,  no  mustering  officer 
could  be  obtained,  and  the  men  of  my  command  were  never  mustered. 

And  I  do  further  state,  as  I  am  informed  and  believe,  that  after  my  connection  with 
the  regiment  was  dissolved,  Capt.  T.  A.  Baxter  continued  to  recruit  the  regiment  and 
command  the  same  until  they  were  disbanded  by  the  following  order,  to  wit:

son, Absalom  W.  Bullington,  Joseph  Lawrence,  Henry  A.  Miller,  John  S.  Mosier, 
Henry  Rensick,  Elijah  Rogers,  and  David  C.  Wolfe  appear  on  any  of  the  rolls  of  Co. 
B,  C,  &  D,  or  any  recruit  rolls  of  said  regiment  or  organization.  The  persons  above 
named  have  made  application  for  compensation  for  the  value  of  horses  alleged  to 
have  beeu  lost  while  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  during  November 
&  December,  1863,  and  February,  1864.

Dear  Sir:  Yours  of  the  7th  of  June  requesting  information  for  official  purposes  as 
to  the  authority  for  and  manner  of  recruiting  the  4th  (instead  of  first)  Arkansas 
Mounted  Infantry,  has  been  received. 

The  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  was  recruited  and  commanded  by  me,  from  some 
time  iu  Novb.  A.  D.  1863,  until  the  12th  of  May*,  A.  D.  1864.  under  authority  of  an  or- 
der from  Maj.  Gen.  Steele,  authorizing  me  to  recruit  a  regt.  of  men,  for  the  United 
States  service  for  twelve  months,  the  precise  date  or  language  of  which  I  cannot  now 
give  or  quote,  since  the  original  is  filed  with  Hon.  Henry  Wilson,  as  chairman  of  the 
Military  Committee  of  the  U.  S.  Senate,  with  a  view  to  induce  favorable  legislation 
in  behalf  of  the  regt.,  and  the  only  copy  that  I  have  retained  is  with  my  family  in 
Illinois. 

During  the  time  I  was  in  command  of  the  regiment  I  enlisted  about  four  hundred 
men,  mostly  at  the  town  of  Batesville,  in  the  N.  E.  portion  of  the  State. 

After  the  date  of  the  order  referred  to,  I  obtained  verbal  permission  of  Maj.  Gen. 
Steele  to  mount  the  men  and  report  them  as  mounted  infantry,  which,  by  referance  to 
a  copy  of  the  order  relieving  me,  herewith  inclosed,  will  more  fully  appear. 

In  consequence  of  the  interruption  of  communication  between  the  headqr'sof  the 
dep't  and  Batesville,  an  authorized  mustering  officer  could  not  be  procured  during  the 
time  I  was  connected  with  the  command. 

By  reference  to  the  copy  of  order  herewith  inclosed  it  will  also  appear  that  on  be- 
ing relieved  I  was  required  to  turn  the  command  over  to  Capt.  T.  A.  Baxter  as  senior 
capt.  of  the  regt.  (which  was  done),  who,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  take  great  pleasure 
in  furnishing  you  any  information  in  his  possession  in  regard  to  the  regt.  since  the 
date  of  the  order  relieving  me.

In  reply,  I  am 
directed  to  inform  you  that  the  appointments  will  be  made  by  this  department  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  general  commanding  the  department  in  which  the  troops 
are  serving.  No  officer  will  enter  upon  duty  until  the  recommendation  has  been  ap- 
proved and  notification  of  the  same  received.

II.  Officers  now  serving  in  Arkansas  regiments,  companies  of  batteries,  and  who  have 
not  received  official  notification  of  their  appointments  by  the  War  department,  or  of 
the  approval  by  the  War  Department  of  their  appointments,  will  not  be  considered  in 
service  until  such  appointment  shall  be  made. 

Rosters  of  the  officers  of  all  such  regiments,  companies  and  batteries,  certified  and 
approved  by  their  commanders,  and  all  intermediate  commanders,  will  be  sent  with- 
out delay  to  these  headquarters. 

III.  All  persons  in  this  department  having  authority,  from  any  source  to  raise 
Arkansas  troops,  will  send  without  delay  to  these  headquarters  certified  copies  of  such 
authority,  together  with  a  full  report  of  the  progress  made  in  recruiting  and  organ- 
izing troops. 

Until  such  authority  shall  be  received  at  department  headquarters  and  approved,  it 
will  not  be  regarded  as  valid.

Washington,  D.  C.  : 

Gentlemen  :  Your  favor  30th  ult.  relative  to  Col.  Elijah  Baxter's  4th  Ark.  Mounted 
Infantry,  is  rec'd. 

In  reply  I  would  state  that  I  organized  the  regiment  under  orders  of  Major-Gen'! 
J  no.  M.  Schofield,  at  that  time  cora'd'g  Dept.  of  Missouri. 

The  arms  were  supplied  to  me  by  Col.  Callender  at  the  St.  Louis  Arsenal,  &  taken 
overland  on  my  trains  from  Rolla,  Mo.,  to  Batesville,  Ark.,  where  the  regiment  was 
organized. 

Detachments  of  the  4th  Ark.  M't'd  Inf't'y  were  frequently  employed  by  my  orders; 
on  some  occasions  they  had  men  wounded  &  captured.  I  recollect  one  instance  on 
White  River  whenCapt.  Baxter,  a  brother  of  the  Col.,  was  acting  as  escort  to  a  forage 
train,  when  attacked  by  one  George  Rutherford  and  band,  resulting  in  a  defeat  of 
Baxter. 

The  papers  belonging  to  No.  E.  Dis't  of  Arkansas,  when  I  left  them,  on  veteran  fur- 
lough, were  turned  over  to  Adj't-Gen'l's  office  at  Little  Rock,  &  should  be  available 
to  prove  service.  While  I  cannot  after  this  lapse  of  time  designate  any  particulars, 
1  can  say  that  I  ordered  detachments  of  the  4th  Ark.  M't'd  Inf't'y  on  duty  frequently, 
&  that  the  whole  force  of  that  reg't  was  doing  duty  under  my  orders  in  the  N.  E. 
Dis't  of  Ark.,  where  they  were  clothed  &  subsisted  the  same  as  other  troops,  and  did 
precisely  the  same  service.

Gents:  A  short  note  just  rec'd  from  the  Hon.  Logan  H.  Root  at  W.,  suggests  to 
me  to  write  you  &, lt  give  you  any  help,  information,  or  suggestion  "  which  will  help 
the  payment  of  the  4th  Ark.  Mounted  Inf. 

I  don't  know  the  cause  of  the  delay  of  the  payment  of  that  command  "upon  proper 
proof  of  service."  The  history  of  the  reg't  must  be  familiar  to  you.  Its  organization 
&  muster  out  was  informal;  but  that  it  rendered  good  service,  Gen'l  R.  R.  Livingston, 
formerly  Col.  1st  Nebraska  Cav'Fy,  &  commander  of  the  Dist.  N.  E.  Ark.,  at  the  time 
of  the  organization  &  service  of  these  men  can,  &  1  think  would,  cheerfully  testify. 

So  could  Genl  Steele,  if  living.  Gen'l  Livingston  is  now  surveyor -gen'l  (I  believe) 
of  Nebraska,  &  living  at  Plattsmouth,  Neb.,  or  at  Omaha.  A  letter  to  either  place 
would  reach  him.  I  don't  know  what  I  can  do  more  to  expedite  matters.  If  any 
general  affidavit  of  its  service,  organization,  discharge,  &c,  will  avail  aught,  I  shall 
be  glad  to  make  it  or  do  anything  else  to  help  those  who  did  service  to  get  the 
little  pay  that  is  now  &  has  been  so  long  due  them. 

My  address  is  as  dated.     I  presume  Col.  Root  has  informed  you  that  I  was  adjutant 
of  the  battalion  during  its  ephemeral  existence.

The  following  report  was  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  a  view  to  decision  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  various  rolls  submitted  should  be  accepted  as  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  service : 

War  Department,  Adjutant-General's  Office, 

April  10th,  1872. 

Respectfully  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

A  carefuF  investigation  of  the  claim  of  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  for 
recognition  and  pay,  under  the  act  approved  March  18th,  1870  (page  62,  vol.  16,  Stat- 
utes at  Large),  shows  that  Elisha  Baxter,  under  date  of  Oct.  23d,  1863,  was  author- 
ized by  General  Steele,  comd'g  headquarters  Army  of  Arkansas,  to  raise  a  regiment 
of  infantry  for  one  year,  or  during  the  war,  but  no  authority  for  their  being  mustered 
appears. 

The  returns  of  the  district  Northeast  Arkansas,  based  as  they  were  on  presence  and 
actual  enlistment,  report  as  follows : 

Return  for  Jan'y,  1864,  that  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  consisted  of  5  offi- 
cers and  222  enlisted  men,  while  the  rolls  submitted  by  Chipman,  Hosmer  &  Co.,  for 
recognition,  report  7  officers  and  304  enlisted  men. 

Return  for  February,  1864,  reports  1  commissioned  officer  and  270  enlisted  men  (4 
commissioned  officers  dropped,  they  having  only  authority  from  Colonel  Baxter), 
while  the  rolls  submitted  bear  the  names  of  7  officers  and  348  enlisted  men.  Return 
for  March,  1864,  reports  1  commissioned  officer  and  331  enlisted  men,  while  the  rolls 
bear  the  names  of  7  officers  and  406  enlisted  men. 

The  return  for  April,  1864,  shows  1  commissioned  officer  and  383  enlisted  men, 
while  the  rolls  bear  the  names  of  7  officers  and  441  enlisted  men. 

The  return  for  May,  1864,  shows  1  commissioned  officer  and  394  enlisted  men, 
while  the  rolls  referred  to  show  7  officers  and  447  enlisted  men. 

It  is  also  found  that  John  White,  James  M.  Green,  Benj.  F.  Chastain,  and  William 
(M.)  Davis,  claimants  on  the  rolls  herewith,  have  been  heretofore  paid  as  members  of 
the  4th  Arkansas  Cavalry,  and  that  Wm.  Price,  another  claimant,  was  paid  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  4th  Arkansas  Inf  ?t'y. 

Again,  notations  setting  forth  loss  of  horses,  &c,  appear  on  the  rolls  submitted, 
which  are  not  enumerated  on  the  rolls  filed  in  this  office,  by  the  adjutant-general  of 
Arkansas. 

The  name  of  Albert  Legget  is  reported  as  having  been  enlisted  by  Capt.  Connor  at 
Batesville,  Ark.,  Jan'y  5,  1864,  while  another  roll  reports  him  as  enlisted  by  Capt. 
Baxter,  Nov'r  1st,  1863. 

On  this  latter  roll,  also,  the  name  of  W.  F.  Younger  is  borne  as  2d  lieut.  from  Feb'y 
1st,  1864,  while  on  the  rolls  filed  by  the  adjutant-general  of  Arkansas  he  is  carried  as  a 
corporal. 

Under  the  rulings  of  the  Treasury  Department,  fraud  in  a  portion  of  a  claim  taints 
the  whole  (Digest,  Judge  Advocate-General,  page  87,  section  10) ;  "  the  military  branch 
of  the  government  is  justified  in  withholding  payment  of  any  claim  to  which  attaches 
a  suspicion  of  fraud,  which  would  invalidate  such  claim  in  law." 

This  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  contradictions  as  to  when,  where,  and  by 
whom  many  of  the  force  were  enlisted,  clearly  indicate  an  attempt  to  defraud  the 
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government,  for  which  reason  it  is  considered  necessary  to  detail  an  officer,  thereby 
incnrring  expense  to  the  government,  to  proceed  to  Arkansas  to  investigate  the 
lninutia  and  merits  of  the  claim,  while  the  facts  heretofore  enumerated  are  deemed 
sufficient  to  predicate  an  adverse  decision  on  the  same. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  rolls  submitted  be  not  accepted  as  satisfactory 
evidence,  and  that  the  claim  be  denied.

To  the  Secretary  of  War  : 

Sir:  Under  an  order  from  Maj.  Gen'l  F.  Steele,  commanding  the  army  of  Arks., 
dated  October  the  23rd,  1863,  I  recruited  and  enlisted  a  reg't  of  loyal  Arkansans  in 
the  vicinity  of  Batesville,  known  as  the  4th  Arks.  Mounted  Infantry  Vol's,  and  com- 
manded the  same  as  provisional  colonel  until  the  12th  day  of  May,  1864,  when,  in  con- 
sequence of  my  election  to  a  civil  position,  the  command  devolved  upon  Capt.  T.  A. 
Baxter,  until  the  2nd  of  June,  1864,  at  which  time  the  organization  was  disbandedjby 
order  of  Maj.  Gen'l  Steele  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  War  Department  to  re- 
ceive the  reg't  as  twelve-months  men. 

The  original  orders  are  in  my  possession,  and  copies  are  on  file  in  the  War  Depart- 
ment. The  first  company  of  this  command  was  partially  organized  within  ten  days 
from  the  date  of  the  original  order,  and  from  that  time  forward  until  they  were  dis- 
banded the  officers  and  men  of  the  reg't  performed  regularly  all  the  duties  devolving 
upon  them  as  soldiers  under  the  orders  of  their  superior  officers,  and  orders  from  head- 
quarters dist.  N.  E.  Arkans.,  drawing  arms,  quartermaster  and  commissary  stores  as 
other  troops.  Several  men  Avere  killed  in  battle,  and  others  wounded  and  taken  pris- 
oners by  the  enemy. 

This  reg't  was  not  mustered  for  the  want  of  an  officer  in  the  Dist.  of  N.  E.  Arkan- 
sas duly  authorized  to  muster  them. 

A  more  extended  historical  account  of  the  reg't,  sworn  to  by  myself  and  several 
other  officers  of  the  command,  is  on  rile  in  your  department. 

A  joint  resolution  of  Congress  of  March  the  18th,  1870,  provides  for  the  payment  of 
the  officers  and  men  of  this  command  (I  believe)  upon  the  single  condition  that  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  be  satisfied  that  service  was  actually  performed  by  the  reg't. 

The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  informed  me  that  he  had,  after  examination,  rec- 
ommended the  rejection  of  the  claim,  but  declined  to  give  the  grounds  upon  which 
the  recommendation  was  made.  The  company  rolls  of  the  reg't  were  made  out  from 
reliable  data,  and  is  believed  to  be  correct. 

The  men  are  loyal,  and  wish  to  be  recognized. 

Hoping  that  you  may  find  it  consistent  with  your  duties  as  a  public  officer  to  order 
these  claims  paid,

Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  12th  inst.  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  an  in- 
terview of  this  date  between  him  &  Senator  Clayton  as  to  the  payment  of  the  claims 
of  the  members  of  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  I  have  resp'y  to  inform  you 
that  the  Secretary  of  War  has  declined  to  accept  the  rolls  submitted  as  satisfactory 
evidence  of  service,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  The  returns  of  the  district  of  Northeast  Arkansas  made  at  the  time  of  the  actual 
enlistment  of  <  he  force  &  based  on  presence  and  regimental  returns,  show  for  the  months 
of  January,  February,  March,  April,  and  May,  1864,  a  much  smaller  force  in  officers  & 
men  than  that  on  and  covered  by  the  rolls  submitted  by  the  attorneys  for  the  claim- 
ants.

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Some  men  whose  names  appear  on  the  rolls  submitted  have  heretofore  been  paid  as

3.  Notations  setting  forth  the  loss  of  horses,  &o.,  appear  on  these  rolls  which  are 
not  enumerated  on  rolls  heretofore  filed  in  this  ohice. 

4.  Men  enlisted  by  one  officer  are  claimed  to  have  been  enlisted  by  another,  and 
even  then  the  dates  of  enlistment  are  entirely  at  variance. 

The  attorney's  rolls  bear  the  name  of  a  man  as  an  officer,  while  on  the  rolls  hereto- 
fore filed  he  is  borne  as  a  corporal. 

5.  The  rolls  as  submitted  certify  to  company  organization  existing,  when  'tis  known 
from  the  records  of  this  office  that  the  companies  as  such  were  never  organized. 

6.  The  foregoing  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  contradictions  as  to  when,  where, 
<fc  by  whom  many  of  the  force  were  enlisted  clearly  indicates  an  attempt  to  defraud 
the  government,  and  under  the  rulings  of  the  Treasury  Dep't  fraud  in  a  portion  of  a 
claim  taints  the  whole,  and  justifies  the  military  branch  of  the  govt'  in  withholding 
payment  of  any  claim  to  which  attaches  a  suspicion  of  fraud,  &  which  would  invali- 
date such  claim  in  law.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  18,  1870,  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon  the  pos- 
session of  evidence  which,  to  him,  might  seem  satisfactory,  was  directed  to  investigate 
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tlie  claims  of  the  force  known  as  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  enlisted  for  12 
months  (without  the  sanction  of  the  War  Department)  under  an  authority  from  Major- 
General  Fred.  Steele;  and,  if  he  found  that  ihe  force  performed  actual  service  in  full 
co-operation  with  and  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  United  States  authorities,  to  cause 
the  officers  and  enlisted  men  thereof  to  be  paid  the  same  rates  as  was  allowed  by  law 
to  other  volunteer  forces  in  the  military  service  at  the  same  time. 

On  the  promulgation  of  this  law  numerous  claims  were  presented,  including  sets  of 
rolls,  by  claim  agents  aud  others. 

Those  claims  were  carefully  investigated  in  connection  with  the  official  records  of 
this  office,  and  it  was  found: 

1.  That  the  returns  of  the  district  of  N.  E.  Arkansas,  made  at  the  time  of  the  actual 
enlistment  of  the  force  and  based  on  presence,  regimental,  and  post  returns,  show,  for 
the  months  of  Jan'y,  Feb'y,  March,  April,  and  May,  1864,  a  much  smaller  force  than 
that  on  and  covered  by  the  rolls  submitted. 

2.  Men,  whose  names  appear  on  the  rolls  referred  to,  have  heretofore  been  paid  as 
members  of  other  organizations  for  the  period  for  which  pay  is  claimed. 

3.  Notations  setting  forth  the  loss  of  horses  appear  on  one  set  of  rolls,  which  are 
not  enumerated  on  other  rolls  on  file. 

4.  Men  enlisted  by  one  officer  are  claimed  to  have  been  enlisted  by  another,  and 
even  then  the  dates  of  enlistment,  as  claimed  to  have  been  made  by  each,  are  entirely 
at  variance. 

5.  One  set  of  rolls  bears  the  name  of  a  man  as  an  officer,  while  on  another  he  is 
borne  as  a  corporal. 

6.  The  rolls  certify  to  company  organizations  existing,  when  it  is  known  from  the 
records  of  this  office  that  the  companies,  as  such,  were  never  organized. 

The  foregoiug,  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  contradictions  as  to  when,  where, 
and  by  whom  many  of  the  force  were  enlisted,  indicated  clearly  that  fraud  permeated 
the  claims  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  and,  under  the  rulings  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, that  fraud  in  a  portion  of  a  claim  invalidated  the  whole  and  justified  the  mili- 
tary branch  of  the  government  in  withholding  any  claim  to  which  was  attached  a 
suspicion  of  fraud,  which  would  invalidate  such  claim  in  law,  the  department 
declines  to  accept  the  rolls  submitted  as  correct  evidence  of  service. 

The  foregoing  facts  were  officially  communicated  to  Hon.  Elisha  Baxter,  June  28r 
1872,  and  to  his  attorneys,  Messrs.  Lowe  and  Archer,  on  May  13,  1875. 

Since  the  latter  date  no  new  evidence  has  been  submitted  in  the  premises. 

The  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  4th  Arkansas  M't'd  Infantry  was  carefully  x>repared  by 
the  War  Department,  alike  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  government  as'well  as  those 
of  all  legal  claimants,  aud  it  is  held  that,  as  the  law  now  stands,  any  and  all  just 
claims  can  be  met  without  further  legislation  by  Congress. 

The  petition  of  Mr.  Win,  J.  Patton  is  returned  herewith.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  reference  of  H.  R.  No.  1*264,  u explaining  and  amending  the 
provisions  of  a  joint  resolution  passed  by  Congress  March  18,  1870,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  4th  Arkansas  M't'd  Infantry  Vols.,"  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  Maj.  Gen.  F. 
Steele,  U.  S.  Vols.,  authorized,  Oct,  23d,  1863,  the  4th  Ark.  M't'd  Inf't'y,  to  be  recruited 
for  12  months'  service.  There  was  no  law  for  such  an  authorization,  and  it  was  given 
without  the  knowledge  or  sanctiou  of  the  War  Dep't. 

By  telegram  from  the  superintendent  of  the  volunteer  recruiting  service  for  Arkansas, 
dated  April  20,  1864,  it  was  reported  that  upwards  of  300  men,  enlisted  for  12  months, 
were  at  Batesville,  Arkansas,  and  that  the  intended  colonel  (Elisha  Baxter)  who  had 
been  authorized  by  Gen'l  Stee  e  to  recruit  the  reg't,  gave  assurance  that  the  members 
of  the  force  would  enlist  for  3  years,  if  their  muster  could  be  dated  back  to  time  of 
original  enlistment,  so  that  they  could  receive  the  benefits  arising  from  such  muster. 
This  was  the  first  notice  the  Dep't  had  of  the  organization. 

Upon  the  matter  being  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  he  derided  that  "  the  300 
men  at  Batesville  may  be  enlisted  for  3  years,  aud  musters  dated  back  to  cover  12 
months  term.  In  so  doing,  no  right  or  claim  will  be  granted  for  any  other  bounty  than 
the  $100  (dollars)  provided  by  act  of  1861,"  and  that  decision  was  communicated  by 
telegram,  dated  April  27,  1864. 

It  appears  that  the  men  did  not  accept  the  conditions  and  did  not  enlist  as  author- 
ized by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

It  seems,  however,  that  they  rendered  some  service  in  good  faith,  as  attested  by 
Gen'l  Steele's  department  returns,  bearing  as  follows  :

After  May,  the  force,  which  was  never  formally  organized  into  companies,  ceased  to 
be  accounted  for,  it  having  been  disbanded  June  2,  1864,  by  Special  Orders  121,  par. 
2,  from  H'dq'rs  Dep't  of  Arkansas. 

With  the  view  to  prevent  complications  &  difficulty  in  the  adjustment  of  the  claims 
of  this  force  the  original  draft  of  the  bill  passed  March  18,  1870,  was  submitted  to  this 
office  Jan'y,  1870,  by  Hon.  Mr.  Slocum,  M.  C.,  then  a  member  of  the  House  Com.  on 
Mil'y  Affairs,  and  by  it  was  altered  &  prepared  so  as  to  carefully  guard  alike  the  in- 
terests of  the  U.  S.  as  well  as  those  of  all  legal  claimants.  A  copy  of  a  report  made 
at  the  time  is  herewith  marked  il  A."  t 

The  bill  was  passed  in  its  amended  form,  and  as  contemplated  by  said  report,  with 
the  exception  of  the  following:  Provided,  That  no  payment  s^all  be  made  for  any 
time  after  the  date  the  enlisted  men  declined  to  enlist  for  three  years  with  a  muster 
dated  back  to  cover  the  12  months  term,  as  tendered  by  the  War  Dep't,  by  telegram 
through  the  Provost-Marshal-General,  dated  April  27,  1864. 

The  obstacles  which  have  thus  far  precluded  payments,  under  the  bill,  are,  that 
immediately  following  its  passage  numerous  claims  &  sets  of  rolls,  purporting  to  be 
genuine,  were  presented  by  claim  agents  &  others  with  view  to  payment,  but  which 
on  close  scrutiny  w7ere  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  alike  as  to  names,  dates  of  enlist- 
ment, loss  of  horses  &  horse  equipments,  contrarieties  as  to  rank,  &c,  while  no  two 
sets  of  rolls  were  alike.  Under  Sec.  II  of  the  proposed  bill  it  would  appear  that  it  is 
the  intention  to  recognize  for  pay  the  colonel  &  other  officers  of  this  force,  the 
former  of  whom  was  merely  a  recruiting  officer  for  it,  &  the  others  merely  appointees 
of  such  recruiting  officer,  while  there  is  no  evidence  that  Recruiting  Officer  Baxter 
rendered  a  single  day's  field  service.  Should  the  proposed  bill  pass,  so  far  as  the 
"  colonel  &  other  officers"  are  concerned,  it  would  be  a  precedent  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  thousands  of  like  claims  to  Congress,  by  persons  engaged  in  recruiting  co's  & 
reg'ts,  but  who  failed  to  complete  them,  thereby  failing  under  the  laws  to  secure  either 
recognition  or  pay  for  contingent  services  in  their  capacities  as  private  citizens. 

As  regards  that  portion  of  the  same  section  of  the  bill  which  relates  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  rolls,  certified  to  by  the  gov.  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  I  have  to  state  that 
there  are  none  so  certified  on  the  files  in  this  office. 

In  April,  1871,  the  then  firm  of  Chipman,  Hosiner  &  Co.  filed  3  rolls,  one  of  which 
was  certified  to  by  the  Adj't  Gen'l  of  Ark.,  one  which  that  officer  certified  to  as  " un- 
official," and  one  which  was  not  certified  to. 

In  October,  1871,  the  same  firm  presented  3  additional  rolls,  two  of  which  were 
certified  to  by  the  A.  G.  of  the  State  &  one  (a  T.  &  S.  roll)  which  was  not. 

On  January  12,  1872,  the  Adj't  Gen'l  of  Ark.  forwarded  5  rolls,  two  of  which  are 
certified  to,  while  the  other  3  rolls  are  officially  reported  by  him  to  be  " unofficial. "

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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  Chip.,  Hos.  &  Co.  have  filed  6  sets  of  rolls,  three  of 
which  are  certified  to,  the  Adj't  Genl  of  the  State  in  his  communication  to  this  office, 
certified  to  but  two  rolls.  Also,  that  if  the  proposed  bill  should  be  passed  in  its  pres- 
ent shape,  aside  from  the  numerous  claims  to  which  such  action  would  give  rise  to, 
only  two  rolls  could  be  accepted  embracing  an  aggregate  list  of  names  of  161  officers 
and  meo  in  May,  1864,  while  the  official  records  show  an  aggregate  of  one  officer  & 
394  men  under  orders  on  that  date.     No  rolls  were  filed  in  this  office  prior  to  1870. 

It  is  therefore  submitted  that  as  the  law  now  stands  all  just  claims  can  be  met  with- 
out further  legislation  by  Congress,  and  to  change  the  law  would  simply  be  in  the  in- 
terest of  agents  &  attorneys  &  not  further  the  interest  of  the  enlisted  men. 

When  this  office  shall  have  been  reliably  adviseil  of  the  names  of  the  enlisted  men 
who  were  reported  at  Batesville,  Ark.,  and  the  names  of  any  who  subsequently  en- 
listed thus  going  to  make  the  number  on  Gen'l  Steele's  Dep't  Returns,  with  the  dates 
as  to  service,  <fcc,  all  necessary  action  by  the  War  Dep't  can  be  completed.  The 
trouble  thus  far  has  been  that  would  be  officers,  attorneys,  &  agents  have  been 
looking  after  money  to  the  exclusion  of  the  interests  of  the  enlisted  men,  and  in  so 
doing  have  become  connected  with  fraudulent  attempts.  It  is  proper  to  add  that 
since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  18,  1870,  repeated  efforts  been  made  by  this 
office  throagh  correspondence  with  Mr.  Baxter  and  others  to  arrive  at  the  facts,  but 
thus  far  they  have  proved  ineffectual.

Sir:  On  the  8th  of  February  we  had  the  honor  to  address  the  Adjutant-General, 
U.  S.  A.,  inclosing  letters  of  the  Hon.  2nd  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  relating  to  the 
claims  of  Solomon  K.  and  Benjamin  F.  Chandler,  for  pay  and  bounty  as  late  sergeant 
and  private  of  Company  A,  4th  Regiment  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry  Volunteers. 
The  letters  of  the  Hon.  2d  Auditor  stated  that  no  action  could  be  taken  upon  the 
claims  referred  to  until  the  roils  of  the  said  company  had  been  perfected  in  the  office 
of  the  Adjutant-General,  and  we  requested  to  be  informed  as  to  what  action  had  been 
taken  under  joint  resolution  of  March  18,  1870  (16  Stat,  at  Large,  662).  This  act 
directs  the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  to  be  investigated  the  claims  of  the  forces  known 
as  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  and  if  he  finds  the  troops  performed  actual 
service,  to  cause  the  officers  and  soldiers  thereof  to  be  paid. 

No  answer  was  received  to  our  inquiry,  and  on  the  17th  of  March,  1882,  we  had  the 
honor  to  ask  attention  to  our  previous  letter  to  the  Adjutant-General,  and  upon  the 
I7th  ult.  we  again  wrote  to  the  Adjutant-General,  requesting  an  answer  to  the  same

It  is  proper  to  add  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  joint  resolution,  approved  March 
18,  1870,  for  the  payment  of  the  4th  Arkansas  Mounted  Infantry,  the  Secretary  of  War 
has  made  it  a  preliminary  condition  to  the  payment  of  this  force,  that  duly  authen- 
cated  rolls  of  the  same  shall  first  be  accepted  by  the  War  Department  and  placed  upon 
its  files,  but  to  this  date  such  rolls  have  not  been  accepted,  and  until  the  terms  of  said 
condition  shall  have  been  complied  with,  this  office  will  be  unable  to  furnish  any 
authentic  information  in  regard  to  claims  of  members  of  this  regiment. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  the  report  from  this  office  of  January  4,  1877,  that  it  was 
impracticable  to  furnish  satisfactory  rolls  of  this  organization  immediately  after  the

Immediately  after  the  passage  of  joint  resolution  referred  to,  various  rolls  of  this 
force  were  presented  by  claim  agents  and  others,  which,  upon  investigation,  were 
found  to  be  so  contradictory  as  to  clearly  indicate  an  attempt  to  defraud  the  govern- 
ment ;  and,  subsequently,  every  effort  was  made  by  this  office  to  secure  proper  rolls 
of  the  force,  through  Henorable  E.  Baxter,  late  acting  colonel,  Honorable  Logan  Root, 
M.  C,  and  the  State  authorities,  who  were  fully  advised  as  to  the  data  deemed  necessary 
to  establish  the  service  of  the  members.  To' this  date  the  data  required  has  not  been 
furnished,  and,  if  it  were  so  difficult  a  matter  in  1870-1  to  furnish  satisfactory  rolls, 
how  much  more  difficult  it  will  be  after  a  lapse  of  twelve  years,  when  some  of  the 
claimants  and  witnesses  are  deceased  and  the  memories  of  those  living  have  become 
impaired.
